Finding

(Page 1) 

Sheriff  Jeff Britt used a sheriff's offi ce credit card to obtain 
cash advances totaling $4,572 an d obtained cash advan ces 
totaling $1,200 from Dixie Dan dy, a local grocery store. In 
addition, the sheriff's offi ce paid $8,226 on Sheriff Britt's 
personal credit card account. Sheriff Britt also received 
paym ents for travel expenses and special investigations totaling 
$15,711. Sheriff Britt has not provided adequate documentation 
or explan ation to support th e business purpose of these 
advan ces an d paym ents. 

W e recom m end that th e sheriff's offi ce establish written 
policies regar ding the use of sheriff's offi ce credit cards 
restricting use to official business only. W e further recom m end 
th at Sheriff Britt m aintain receipts, ledgers, or expense reports 
to support all credit card charges, travel advan ces, an d m ileage 
paym ents m ade to him . In addition, we recom m end that Sheriff 
Britt follow sheriff's office procedure by m ainta ining receipts 
detailing the use of informant and drug buy m oney. Finally, we 
recom m end that the District Attorney for the Sixth Judicial 
District of Louisian a an d the United States Attom ey for the 
W estern  District of Louisiana review this inform ation an d take 
appropriate legal action, to include seeking restitution. 

M anagem ent's R esponse: Sheriff  Britt explained th at a portion of the cash advances that 
he obtained was  used while traveling on sheriff' s office 
business. However, Sheriff Britt did not provide an y additional 
support, such as invoices or receipts, showing how these cash 
advan ces were actually used an d what public purpose was 
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served. In addition, for $5,978, Sheriff Britt did not even 
provide an explanation of official travel for which these 
advances m ay have been used. Furtherm ore, som e of Sheriff 
Britt's explanations did not agree to other inform ation an d 
docum entation exam ined during our investigation. 

Sheriff Britt provided support for tw o m ileage paym ents that 
were previously unsupported but did not provide an y additional 
support for th e rem aining m ileage paym ents th at he received. 

Sheriff Britt explained th at a substantial am oun t of th e special 
investigation m oney th at he received w as provided to two 
inform an ts. Though Sheriff Britt stated th at he has 
docum entation of the m oney provided to one of th ese 
inform an ts, he has not provided th is docum entation for our 
exam ination. 



B ackground and M ethodology 

The Tensas Parish Sheriff is the chief law enforcem ent offi cer of Tensas Parish. The sheriff's 
offi ce is located in St. Joseph, Louisiana. 

W e received several allegations concern ing the actions of the Tensas Parish Sheriff's O ffice. W e 
conducted our investigation to determ ine the propriety of these actions. 

Our procedures consisted of (1) interviewing employees and officials of the sheriff's offi ce; 
(2) interviewing other persons as appropriate; (3) examining selected documents and records of 
the sheriff's office; (4) making inquiries and perform ing tests to the extent we considered 
necessary to achieve our purpose; and (5) reviewing applicable state an d federal laws. 

The following finding an d recomm endation resulted from our  investigation. 



Finding and R ecom m endation 

BU SIN ESS PU R PO SE O F PU BLIC FUN D S 
R EC EIVED BY SH ER IFF N O T D O C U M EN TED 

Sheriff Jeff Britt used a sheriff's offi ce credit card to obtain cash advances totaling $4,572 
and obtained cash advances totaling $1,200 from  D ixie D andy, a local grocery store. In 
addition, the sheriff's offi ce paid $8,226 on Sheriff Britt's personal credit card account. 
Sheriff Britt also received paym ents for travel expenses and special investigations totaling 
$15,711. Sheriff Britt has not provided adequate docum entation or explanation to support 
the business purpose of these advances and paym ents. 

Sheriff's O ffi ce Credit Card 

]'he Tensas Parish Sheriff's Offi ce has a credit card account with First Bankcard Center (First 
Bankcard). During the period August 1994 to October 1997, Sheriff Britt obtained cash 
advances from th e First Bankcard account totaling $4,572. In addition, the sheriff's offi ce 
account was charged $153 for ATM  access fees related to these cash advances. Sheriff Britt has 
provided no docum entation to support the use of these funds or their relationship to the official 
business of the sheriff's office. 

Advances From Dixie D andy 

From June 1996 to July 1997, cash advances totaling $1,200 were obtained on the sheriff's offi ce 
charge account at Dixie Dan dy, a local grocery store. M r. Phil Arnold, owner of D ixie Dandy, 
stated that Sheriff Britt is the only person autlaorized to receive cash advances from the sheriff' s 
office charge account. Sheriff Britt has provided no docum entation to support the use of these 
advances or their relationship to the official business of the sheriff's office. 

Sheriff Britt's Personal Credit Card 

During the period November 1995 to October 1997, the sheriff's offi ce paid $8,226 on Sheriff 
Britt's personal credit card account. The statem ents for this account were m ailed to the sheriff's 
office, and paym ents w ere m ade exclusively by the sheriff's office during this tim e period. The 
statem ents indicate that Sheriff  Britt used his personal credit card to obta in cash advan ces 
totaling $5,777. In addition to the cash advances, the account was charged $117 for ATM  access 
fees, $300 for personal m edical lab work, $225 for late fees, $564 for credit insur ance, an d 
$1,568 for finance charges. Sheriff Britt has provided no documentation to support that these 
paym ents were related to the official business of th e sheriff's office. 
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Travel Advances 

From July 1994 to A ugust 1997, Sheriff Britt obtained travel advances from  the sheriff's offi ce 
totaling $2,600. According to Chief Civil Deputy Yvonne Finley, Sheriff Britt determ ines how 
m uch m oney he needs w hen obta ining a travel advance. Deputy Finley stated that Sheriff Britt 
has not provided her w ith any receipts to substantiate his travel expenses nor has he reim bursed 
the sheriff's office for an y travel advances. 

M ileage R eim bursem ent 

From February 1995 through October 1997, Sheriff Britt received checks totaling $10,540 for 
m ileage reim bursem ent. Sheriff Britt stated that he som etim es uses his personal vehicle for 
sheriff's office business an d on these occasions receives m ileage reimbursem ents for its use. 
Though Sheriff Britt submitted documentation to support $4,999, he did not provide mileage 
statem ents or other records to support $5,541 of m ileage expenses that he claimed. 

Special Investigation M oney 

The sheriff's offi ce m aintains a special investigation fund to purchase inform ation an d illegal 
dru gs. The special investigation fund is supplem ented by a federal gran t. The guidelines of th e 
grant require each officer to m aintain receipts for m oney given to inform an ts. On October 23, 
1997, Sheriff Britt stated that each deputy is required to keep receipts to docum ent the use of 
special investigation m oney. Sheriff Britt stated that he does not participate in drug buys, but he 
does purchase inform ation from inform ants. Sheriff Britt added th at he does not keep up with 
receipts very well. D eputy Finley stated that neith er Sheriff Britt nor form er Chief Crim inal 
Deputy Karl Jones has subm itted an y receipts for special investigation m oney. 

During the period July 1994 to July 1997, Sheriff Britt received $7,570 and M r. Jones received 
$7,079 of special investigation money. SheriffBritt did not provide receipts or docum entation to 
support his use of th e funds he received. M r. Jones provided docum entation to support $3,075 of 
the m oney he received. M r. Jones stated that, when he was term inated, he left the rem aining 
supporting receipts in his desk at the sheriff's office. These records w ere not located during our 
investigation. 

On Jan uary 30, 1998, M r. John Seago, legal counsel for Sheriff  Britt, confirm ed that the two 
credit card com panies authorized only Sheriff Britt to m ake charges an d receive cash advan ces 
from the credit card accounts. M r. Seago further stated that Sheriff Britt is the only person who 
obtained cash advances from the two credit cards. M r. Seago stated that all advan ces an d credit 
card activity w as business related. M r. Seago also explained that Sheriff Britt charged things to 
his personal credit card that w ere actually sheriff's office expenses an d that is why the sheriff's 
office paid the bill. 
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Sheriff Britt's W ritten Response 

Subsequent to our investigation, Sheriff Britt provided a written response to our  finding as 

follows (see attachment 1I): 

Cash Advances 

Sheriff Britt explained that a portion of th e cash advances that he obtained was  used 
while traveling on sheriff's offi ce business. However, Sheriff Britt did not provide any 
additional support, such as invoices or receipts, showing how these cash advan ces were 
actually used and what public purpose was served. In addition, for $5,978, Sheriff Britt 
did not even provide an explanation of offi cial travel for which th ese advances m ay have 
been used. Furtherm ore, som e of Sheriff  Britt's explan ations did not agree to other 
inform ation an d docum entation. Exam ples of these are as follow s: 

According to Sheriff Britt, he obtained a $500 cas h advan ce an d incurred a 
$22 advan ce fee at th e Hilton Flam ingo in New Orlean s on July 17, 1996, 
for his travel to the Louisian a Sheriff's Association annual convention. 
Sheriff's office records show th at on July 15, 1996, he obtained a $250 
travel advan ce for that sam e convention. It should be noted that Sheriff  
Britt obtained th e $500 cash advan ce in the form of a check made payable 
to the Hilton Flam ingo Casino. 

Sheriff Britt's response did not show an y travel on behalf of the sheriff's 
offi ce from  Decem ber 14, 1996, to Jan uary 1, 1997; how ever, he obta ined 
five separate cash advan ces totaling $1,207 during that period. 

Sheriff Britt explained that he obtained a $300 cash advan ce from Dixie 
Dan dy on July 31, 1997, to attend a Sheriff's Association convention in 
Destin, Florida. He explained th at th e sheriff's offi ce credit card shows 
char ges on August 3, 1997, an d, therefore, th e m oney w as used for this 
convention. W e determ ined th at the char ges on the sheriff's office credit 
card on August 3 w ere m erely room  deposits for a trip on August 24, 
1997. Sheriff's office records show th at this convention was not held until 
August 24, 1997, an d on August 21, 1997, Sheriff Britt received an 
additional $200 travel advan ce for this convention. 

Sheriff  Britt explained that the char ges to his personal credit card w ere 
related to th e official business of th e sheriff's office and that there has 
been no attem pt to have the sheriff' s offi ce pay for his personal expenses. 
H owever, on M ay 22, 1996, Sheriff  Britt charged personal m edical lab 
work to this credit card an d this $300 charge was paid by the sheriff's 
office. A ccording to his legal counsel, Sheriff Britt agrees that this charge 
was  personal, not official business of the sheriff' s offi ce. 
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M ileage Reim bursem ent 

Subsequent to the com pletion of our exam ination, Sheriff Britt provided support for two 
mileage payments totaling $1,110 that were previously unsupported, but did not provide 
any explanation, support, or evidence for $4,431 in mileage payments that he received. 

Special Investigation M oney 

In his response, Sheriff Britt stated th at the sheriff's office m aintains a special 
investigation ledger that is signed by informan ts when receiving money. W e noted that 
this ledger is actually signed by th e deputies who received the special investigation 
m oney. W e found only one occasion from July 1994 to July 1997 where an inform an t 
m ay have signed this ledger. Sheriff  Britt explained th at he has docum entation of one of 
his "snitches" and th at another "snitch" is a witness in a pending federal cas e. According 
to Sheriff Britt, a substantial am oun t of th e m oney he received w as paid to th ese two 
inform an ts. A ccording to Sheriff Britt, th is docum entation is available for our review . 
Through Sheriff Britt's legal counsel, we as ked to review th e docum entation an d were 
refused access. W e have explained to Sheriff Britt an d his legal counsel th at R.S. 24:513 
et seq., provides the Legislative Auditor auth ority to exam ine all docum entation 
m ainta ined by the sheriff's office, whether confidential or otherw ise. Furtherm ore, this 
law requires that th e Legislative Auditor treat th is docum entation wi th the sam e degree of 
confidentiality. To th is date, Sheriff Britt has  provided no docum entation to support th at 
this m oney was provided to th ese infom aan ts. 

These actions indicate possible violations of one or m ore of th e followi ng:

R.S. 14:134, "M alfeas an ce in Office" 

R.S. 42:1461(A), "Obligation Not to M isappropriate" 
~ 18 U.S.C. ~666, "Theft Concerning Program s Receiving Federal Fun ds" 

W e recom m end that the sheriff' s office establish written policies regarding th e use of sheriff's 
office credit cards restricting use to offi cial business only. W e further recom m end that Sheriff 
Britt m aintain receipts, ledgers, or expense reports to support all credit card charges, travel 
advan ces, an d m ileage paym ents m ade to him . In addition, we recom m end th at Sheriff Britt 
follow sheriff's office procedure by m aintaining receipts detailing th e use of inform an t an d drug 
buy m oney. Finally, we recom m end th at the District Attorn ey for the Sixth  Judicial District of 
Louisiana and the United States Attorn ey for the W estem  District of Louisiana review this 
inform ation an d take appropriate legal action, to include seeking restitution.

L egal Provisions 



L egal Provisions 

The following legal citations are referred to in the Finding and Recom m endation section of this 
report: 

R.S. 14:67 provides that theft is the m isappropriation or taking of anything of value 
which belongs to an other, either with out the consent of the oth er to the m isappropriation 
or taking, or by m ean s of fraudulent conduct, practices, or representations. 

R .S. 14:134 provides, in part, th at m alfeasan ce in offi ce is com m itted when an y public 
offi cer or public employee shall (1) intentionally refuse or fail to perform an y duty 
lawfully required of him, as such officer or employee; (2) intentionally perform an y such 
duty in an  unlawful manner; or (3) knowingly perm it an y other public offi cer or public 
employee, under his authority, to intentionally refu se or fail to perform  an y duty lawfully 
required of him  or to perform  an y such duty in an  unlawful m anner. 

R.S. 42:1461(A) provides that offi cials, whether elected or appointed, by the act of 
accepting such office assum e a personal obligation not to m isappropriate, m isapply, 
convert, m isuse, or oth erw ise wrongfully take an y funds, property or other th ing of value 
belonging to the public entity in which they hold offi ce. 

18 U.S.C. ~666 provides, in part, that theft concerning programs receiving federal funds 
occurs when an agent of an  organization, state, local, or Indian  tribal govern m ent or an y 
agency thereof em bezzles, steals, obta ins by fraud, or otherwise intentionally m isapplies 
property that is valued at $5,000 or more an d is owned by or under control of such 
organ ization, state, or agency when the organ ization, state, or agency receives in any one 
year period, benefits in excess of $10,000 under a federal program  involving a grant 
contract, or other form  of federal assistance.

M anagem ent's R esponse 

In addition to his response to our finding, Sheriff Britt subm itted various exhibits. Because of the 
volume and nature of the exh ibits provided by Sheriff Britt, we were unable to include them in our 
report. However, copies of these documents are available for inspection at the Baton Rouge office 
of the Legislative Auditor.

Th'e following sum m arizes the position of Jeff Britt
, Sheriff of Tensas Parish on the items 

listed in the In vestigative Audit. 

The records used to substan tiate the activities for the following m atters, while unusual for an 
auditor, are com m on records for law enforcem ent. They include the radio logs and police 
diaries, police reports, snitch m oney diary and sni tch receipts. These records are foan d in th e 
Tensas Parish Sheriff's office. Also, the records, again located  in  the Tensas Parish Sheriffs 
office, include the very records the auditors are using to question the activities. W hen 
m atched up to the above po lice type rec ords, th ey substantiate the offices activities. 

Other outside records include the attendan ce records and m inutes of the Louisiana Sheriffs 
Association. They show Britt's presence at the m eetings and also the m inutes reflect th e 
activities of th e Sheriff at the legislature. 

Again, w hile we feel that the records substantiate the Sheriff's activities, they ar e not kept in a 
file earm arked  for activities on a certain day as m ost accountan ts prefer. But they are kept 
an d are available to th e auditors for review . 

Sheriff O ffice Credit Card 
Various records located in the Sheriff's offi ce ar e disclosed  in this letter and ar e available for 
the auditor's review. These records reflect the explan ations for the use of the cash advances 
on the Sheriff Office Cred it Car d. However, there ar e two advances which he has been 
unable to doc um ent at this po int. These w ill be reim bursed by Sheriff Britt. In the future 
an y use of the Sheriff's office cred it card will be doc um ented im mediately. 
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Advances from  Dixie Dandy 
The advan ces obtain ed from Dixie Dandy are used for the sam e type of Sheriffs offi ce 
activities as the m oney obtained from  FNBC visa card, which is the Sheriffs Office Credit 
Card, or Sheriff Britt's personal credit card from M BNA. Again the explanations are listed on 
th e docum ents that accom pany this letter. All m oney is explained. In the future cash 
transactions with Dixie Dandy will be docum ented. 

Sheriff Britt's Personal Credit Card 
The Sheriff's personal credit card is exactly that. Because of th e f'm ancial condition of the 
Sheriffs office, he obtained  cash advances to be used on Sheriff office  matters as need ed. 
There were ce rtain tim es during the year when file Sheriffs office lacked  cash for operating 
expenses. Britt would us his personal credit card to fund tem porary cash flow shortages of 
th e office. The advance s were used  on Sheriff office related  business. Britt also char ged 
hotel and other Sheriff office  item s on hi s card an d was re-im bursed . Th e payin g by th e 
Sheriffs office directly on the balan ce  on the card is no different th an  th e Sheriff be ing 
reim bursed . Th e m oney was paid directly to th e credit card com pany instead of being paid to 
him an d he then paying the bill. Again th e m onies were used for various trips which were 
Sheriff Office related  activities. The attached shows the various trips Britt took on Sheriff 
Office related  business. This includes Sheriffs Association m eetin gs, legislative work at the 
capital, police work on investigative m atters and police m atters. W hile the auditors m ay 
prefer a direct receipt, a chec k paid for that receipt an d th en Britt paying hi s cred it card 
com pany directly, there has been no attem pt to have th e sheriffs office pay for personal 
expenses of the sheriff. In the fu ture all charges will be  han dled  directly on the Sheriffs 
office credit cards or receipts will be subm itted for re-im bursm ent. 

Travel Advances 

Travel advances are just that. Advan ces of money to pay for various activities of the Sheriffs 
office. Several of tile charges slotted in travel advance s were actually purchases of items on 
the Sheriffs personal cred it card. This is referenced above. Others were advances of 
m oney for tra vel. Various Sheriff related  m eetings are doctunented w ith this reply. In the 
future all travel advances w ill be docum ented as soon as possible with appropriate receipts. 

M ileage Reim bursem ent 
Sheriff Britt would use his personal vehicle for travel related to Sheriffs Office activities. It 
can be seen from the chec k am ount th at som e ar e for odd am ounts which would indicate that 
Finley wrote this check from som e docum ent in her possession. The legislative audit 
indicates that th e auditors have in  their po ssession m ore checks an d m ore receipt am ounts 
than  what he has to review . Th e auditors took the origin al docum ents from  th e office, copied 
them and reta in ed co pies to him . Britt questions why they ha ve m ore of his docum ents than 
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he does. He firm ly believes that he has given receipts for the m ileage used for his personal 
vdficle. He does not know where the docum ents are now . On m any occasions Sheriff Britt 
was unable to use the unit assigned to him  because he ha d loan ed his unit to other deputies 
whi le their unit was in the shop for repairs. He would have to use his personal vehicle. On 
other occasions he would actually lend hi s personal vehicle to the deputies to use on official 
business. Britt will continue to docum ent the m ileage for use of hi s personal vehicle on 
Sheriff office business. 

Special hlvestigation M oney 
The break down of the Special Investigation M oney can be found at the appropriate section. 
W hile Sheriff Britt has som e doc um entation, including the led ger be in g signed  by inform ants 
when they pick up m oney, sni tch m oney is like crim e stoppers m oney - m ost sni tches want 
to remain anonym ous or at lea st not give a receipt when given snitch m oney. Britt doe s have 
the docum entation in his possession of one of hi s sni tches. It will stay in hi s po ssession but 
he will allow the auditors to review it but will not copy the docum ent for public review. 
Another snitch is a witness in a pendin g federal case. Both these individuals were substan tial 
recipients of the m oney that Britt received . 

Of the Sheriff Office cred it card, personal credit card and travel advance, $2,671.94 could not 
be  doc um ented. However Sheriff Britt will continue to search for receipts an d doc um entation 
for this money. During the three year scope  of the audit based on an annual $2 million dollar 
budget, doc umentation could not be  found for approximately $890.65 per year.

Lee, who at the tim e the m oney was received, was the m anager of Dixie Dandy. He stated 
that Britt when getting som e advances told him that he needed the m oney for travel for his 
em ployees. 

Yvonne Finley was the only person with access to the check book and it was locked in the 
vault an d only she had the com bination. 

The only way that the office could get cash for travel or drug buys (snitch money) when she 
was absent was either from  a cash advance from  th e office previous to the need or from  Dixie 
Dandy when the need arose. Also, from tim e to tim e th e cred it card was not available to 
obtain cash because it was over lim it and the sheriffs office did not have th e m oney to fund 
the workings of the office.

SHERIFF BRITT*S PERSON AL CREDIT CARD 

During the period Novem ber 1995 to October 1997, the sheriffs offi ce paid S8,226 on 
Sheriff Britt's personal credit card account. The statem ents for this account w ere 
m ailed to the sheriff s offi ce, and paym ents were m ade exclusively by the sheriff s offi ce 
during this tim e period. The statem ents indicate that Sheriff Britt used his personal 
credit ca rd to obtain cash advances totaling $5,777. In addition to the ca sh advances, 
the account was cbarged S177 for ATM  access fees, $300 for personal use, $225 for late 
fees, $564 for credit insurance, and S1,568 for finance charges. Sheriff Britt has 
provided no docum entation to support that these paym ents were related to the offi cial 
business of the sheriff 's offi ce. 

The only area for explanation on the Sheriffs PERSONAL credit card would be the $8,226 
that the Sheriffs office paid directly to the bank. .

If you take the actual food charges docum ented on the cred it cards and average those costs, it 
comes to $53 per day. Using the same computation as above, the actual cost of meals plus 
the related  charges total $8,515.41. This is more than the amount of money paid by the 
Sheriffs office on his cred it card. However, based  on the IRS allowan ce of $42 per day the 
figures show a difference of $1,699.36. Based on these figures, Sheriff Britt has reimbursed  
tile office for this am ount.

From July 1994 to August 1997, Sheriff Britt obtained travel advances from the sheriff's 
offi ce totaling $2,600. According to Chief Civil Deputy Yvonne Finley, Sheriff Britt 
determ ines how nm ch m oney he needs when obtaining a travel advance. Deputy Finley 
slated that Sheriff Britl has not provided her with any receipts to substa ntiate his travel 
expenses, nor has he reim bursed the sheriW s office for any travel advances.

There are records that do back up the advances from the Sheriff's offi ce. They are the FNBC 
charge to the credit car d reflecting these events. The only advances unable to explain at this 
tim e are two. One is for an odd am ount which m akes Britt believe there was a receipt at 
one tim e that reflects what this was for. The other check has no date. W ithout a date he has 

no way of locating the material that would back up this advance. Two of these advances 
were actually reim bursem ent of item s purchased for the Sheriff's office. Again, th is is 
reflected un  the statem ent for FN BC. 

Because Britt cannot locate the rece ipt for one of these advan ce s for $74.58 and be cause the 
check does not have a date to be able to substantiate the advan ce, Britt has reim bursed the 
sheriff's office for $274.58. 



M ILEAGE REIM BURSEM ENT 

From February 1995 through M arch 1997, Sheriff Britt received checks totaling $10,450 
for m ileage reim bursem ent. Sheriff Britt stated that he som etim es uses his personal 
vehicle for sheriff 's office business and on these occasions receives m ileage 
reim bursem ent for its use. Though Sheriff Britt subm itted doc um entation to support 
$4,999, he did not provide mileage statem ents or other records to support S5,541 of 
m ileage expenses that he claim ed.

Sheriff Britt, on many oecassions would use hi s pe rsonal vehicle for travel related to Sheriff's 
Office activities. M any tim es he had to do so because he was uanble to use th e unit assigned 



to him because he had loaned his unit to other deputies while there unit was in file shop for 
repairs. W hen hi s unit was in the shop for repairs he would use his personal vehicle. On 
other occassions he would actually lend hi s personal vehicle to the deputies to use on official 
business. 

Tile auditors took the original docum ents from  th e offi ce back to Baton Rouge where they 
copied them  and then sent copies back to the Sheriffs Offi ce. Based  on the records returned 
to us, the totals for m ileage cheeks received by Britt, and receipts that back up the checks , the 
totals do not match the num bers in the audit. Based on the num ber difference it can only be  
assum ed  th at tile auditor have m ore records th an were returned  to us. This includes receipts. 

Also, two additional receipts for chee ks  for m ileage were loc ated in the sheriffs office that 
the auditors do not have. One was found in a file in the sheriffs office that had nothing to 
do with m ilea ge reim bursem ent. Britt knows that the auditors were reveiw ing thi s file an d 
wonders how this docum ent wound up in that file. The other was located  in the sheriffs 
office and m atches the am ount of the check. 

Britt believes that he gave docum entation for the m oney he received  for m ileage when he 
used his pe rsonal vehicle for Sheriff office business. Britt does not understand why tile 
docum entation can not be loc ated. If the auditors num be rs are correct, Britt questions where 
the rem ainder of the docum entation is located  sin ce  it cannot be found in his office. 

Also, m any of the check am ounts are odd m un bers which indicates a recipt that was given to 
Finley for her to kn ow what am ount to write th e chee k for. 

Yvonne Finley, chief civil deputy went back through her files loo king for the other receipts 
and could not locate them . Yvoun e Finley previously has stated  that she doesn't understand 
where the rest of the rece ipts are. 

Sheriff Britt feels he previously docum ented the use of hi s vehicle for Sheriffs offi ce business 
an d therefore owes no reim bursem ent. 



SPECIAL INV ESTIG ATIO N M O NEY 

The sheriff's office m aintains a special in vestigation fund to purchase inform ation and illegal 
drugs. Th e special investigation fund is supplem ented by a fed eral grant. Th e guidelines of 
the grant require each officer to m aintain receipts for m oney given to infgrm ants. On 
October 23, 1997, Sheriff Britt stated  that each deputy is req uired  to keep receipts to 
docum enl the use of special in vestigation m oney. Sheriff Britt stated  that he does not 
participate in drug buys, but he does pur chase inform ation from informants. Sheriff Britt 
added that he doe sn't kee p up with rece ipts very well. Deputy Finley stated  that neith er 
Sheriff Britt nor form er Chief Crim inal Deputy Karl Jones has submitted  any receipts for 
special investigation m oney. 

During the period July 1994 to July 1997, Sheriff Britt received  $7,570 and M r. Jones 
received $7,079 of special investigation m oney. Sheriff Britt did not provide receipts or 
docum entation to support his use of the funds he received. M r. Jones provided  
documentation to su ppo rt $3,075 of the money he rec eived . M r. Jones stated  that, when he 
was term inated, he left th e rema ining su ppo rtin g receipts in his desk at the sheriffs office. 
These records were not located  during the in vestigation.

You w ill note that there is substantial m oney not signed for by Britt. In som e instances the 
m oney shown to be for Britt was picked  up by oth er people such as on 11-8-94. On 5-31-95 
th e m oney was actually picked up by a snitch and sign ed  for by a snitch In th e black book 
which is a receipt. There is a sim iliar notation on 5-1-96 that Jones picked up m oney for a 
snitch. (W hile the black book is located  in the sh eriff's office  for review by the auditors, 
this copy has confidential information deleted .) 



During the period July 1994 to July 1997, the auditors state that Britt received $7,570 and 
Jones received $7,079 of special investigation money. 

Dealing with Britt, $7,570 total figure comes to $2,523 pe r year for three years or $7.00 per 
day that was used as snitch m oney. 

If you use th e am ount of m oney from  the figures above of checks that Britt received  
personally, that total is $5,680 or $1,893.33 per year or $5 a day to be used as snitch money 

FEDERAL G R ANT M O NE Y 
W hile we have several fed eral grants, they are earm arked  for spe cific purposes like patrolling 
black churches, DARE train ing etc. This fed eral Task Force program was not applied for 
until 7-7-95 and deals w ith the special investigation fund that purchases inform ation and 
illegal drugs. There was no Federal m oney prior to July 1995. The following is a break 
down of this gran t m oney.

W hile Sheriff Britt has som e docum entation, including the led ger bein g signed  by inform ants 
when they picked  up m oney, snitch m oney is like crim e stoppers m oney - m ost snitches want 
to rem ain anonym ous or at least not give a receipt when given snitch m oney. Britt does have 
the docum ent ation in his possession of one of his snitches. It w ill stay in  his possession but 
he will allow the auditors to review it but will not copy the docum ent for public review . 
Anoth er snitch is a witness in a pending fed eral case. Both these individuals were substantial 
receipients of the m oney that Britt received. Other sni tches rec eived  sm aller am ount. All 
snitch m oney was paid to sni tches. 

The Sheriff's offi ce no longer applies for fed eral grant m oney under this program . In the 
future all Sheriff office em ployees will be  required to get rece ipts from  all snitches.
